The fighting equipment of the vessel 


will consist of uo fewer than seventy-six 
guns.

The sec- 
ondary battery will be made up ot 
twenty 14-pouudera,twelve 3-pounders, 
six 1-pouuders of a murderous auto- 
matic type, two 1-pouuders of a semi- 
automatic design,two 3-inch field pieces 
for lauding parties aud eight small 
machine guns. All of the guns of the 
secondary battery are rapld-flre, aud 
BO, too, should the 7-inch guns of the 
uialu battery be termed, for they will 
be able to fire three or four times a 
minute. Tbis 7-inch gun Is the essenti- 
ally novel feature of the ship's batteries 
aud at the proving grounds has shown 
the remarkable velocity of 3000 feet a 
second, the 165-pound abot being fired 
by a charge of only 74 pounds of smoke- 
lets powder. The 12-Inch guns flre 850- 
pound projectiles and the 8-lncb guns 
fire a shell weighing 250 pounds. In a 
minute's time, from either broadside, 
the Louisiana could discharge from 
her main battery alone more thau five 
tons of case-hardened steel. 


To safeguard the vessel against an 


enemy's shot, she will carry a wider 
aud more generous distribution of ar- 
mor than heretofore allowed. 
The 


water line belt will reach from bow to 
stern, and It will be 9 feet 3 Inches 
wide, with a maximum thickness of 1] 
Inches for a distance of 200 feet amid- 
ships iu wake of tbe boiler and engine 
region. 
Thence forward and aft, re- 


spectively, it will gradually taper to 4 
Inches at tbe how aud the stern. Im- 
mediately alJove this heavy amidship 
section, fora distance of 284 feet, aud 
reaching up to the gun deck, the sides 
will be 6 inches thick, while above 
this again to the main deck 
and 


throughout the region occupied by the 
7-iuch guns the sides will be 7 Inches 
thick.

Jhe Oldest Mason. 


Since the dcatli of William Earle 


Cook of PortMuoutli, the oldest Free- 
mason in tlie country is said lo be 
Otis Eddy of Rockford, 111., who has 
just celebrated his huudreth birth- 
day. 
Mr. Eddy in a Rhode Islander 


by birth, having beeu born iu Burrill- 
ville, Aug. 28, 1804. 'In 1840 he left 
his home and went to Mobile, Ala., 
where he engaged iu the business of 
wool merchant. 
Four years later he 


moved to New Orleans where he re- 
mained over a year, returning to Khode 
Islan d. Later be joined iu the rush to 
the gold fields of California, electing to 
go by the Nicaragua route, aud he was 
one of the crew to ship ou the second 
boat making this trip. In 1858 he went 
to Panama aud thence came back to 
his native country, going to the state 
of his birth. In 1861 he nioved to Illi- 
nois where he has since lived. 


Mr. Eddy's Masonic history dates 


back to May 20,1826. Ou that date he 
joined Friendship Lodge at Cbepacbet, 
R. I., and passed to tbe degree of Mas- 
ter Mason the seventeenth day of the 
following month, June,1826,thUB giving 
him a standing of over seventy-eight 
years as a member of tbe order.

Another mau will soon be sent 
west, perhaps into the Black Hills, to 
discover, if he can, how to fix wireless 
telegraph instruments to forest trees lu 
such a manner tbat it the tree catches 
lire tbe wireless will, make that fact 
known. The ornithologist,the entomo- 
logist and tbe botanist are also searching 
out the waste places of the laud in the 
interests of scteuce,aud for the benefit of 
mankind. 
With the coining of autumn, aud the 


fall of the mercury iu the thermometer, 
there will be tbe usual activity in scien- 
tific circles. Announcement is made, 
here iu \Vashiugtou,or au early gather- 
ing of weather sharps, possibly oue 
hundred hi number, who will discuss 
tbe art of forecasting aud devise ways 
aud means for discovering the secrets 
of nature. There is much interest just 
uow, in these circles, iu the remarkable 
phenomena of the past few weeks- 
cyclones in St. Louis, Minneapolis, 
aud iu Chautauqua couuty.New York, 
none of which could be predicted and 
all of which caused loss of life as well 
as an immense amount of property. 
The recent discovery at Cambridge, 
Mass., of spots on tbe moon, sup- 
posed to be caused by vapor or smoke, 
as the result of volcanic action, causes 
considerable speculation. 
What con- 


nection they have with cyclones and 
thunder showers ou this earth is oue of 
those things not yet 
ascertained. 


While iu convention 
the 
weather 


fortcasters will try to determine what 
problems ought to be studied at tbe 
new cobble-stone station uow building, 
not far froui Washington, ou au emi- 
nence called 
Ml. Weather, iu Vir- 


ginia. It is also auuouuced that they 
will try to have meteorology added to 
the list of studies in the colleges and 
high schools of the country. 


Col. Biddle, oue of the Commission- 


ers of tbe District of Columbia, has 
just returned Irom au outing iu the 
canal zone of Panama. He was de- 
lighted aud surprised to find that the 
mercury in the /.one never got above 
80 degrees, while it is frequently as 
high as 98 in Washington. He bunted 
iu vain for mosquitoes; aud he found 
that when it rained all he needed was 
au ordinary $2 umbrella. 
He says 


Colon is a pleasant place to live in; 
that the health of the people la very 
good—no yellow fever, no smallpox, 
uo typhoid fever, no diphtheria; hardly 
anything of that nature worth men- 
tioning. Work on the canal IH getting 
ou "very nicely." Experts think that 
not more than 10,000 men can be prof- 
itably employed at any oue time ou the 
work; that they should contract to r;'-

The missing links in the secrets of na- 
ture are rapidly yielding to my efforts 
and I will soon publish a challenge to 
the scientific world to test my forecasts 
by any set of rules they may be will- 
iug to publish as their own.

health is also much better and friends 
of my work need bave no fears as to 
my final and complete success.

London, Sept. 2.—Yesterday's news 


from the teat of war closed with the 
receipt of two dispatches, giving in- 
formation of a most significant char- 
acter, as bearing on the domination of 
Manchuria at the close of tue present 
campaign. The first came 
from a 


press correspondent at St. Petersburg, 
filed there «t 10:1« p. m., and said that 
General Kuropatkiu had 
withdrawn 


his whole army to the right bank of the 
Taltse river, so as to meet General Ku- 
roki's flanking movement The infer- 
ence drawn from this dispatch was that 
Uaoyang bad been evacuated, that 
city lying on the left bauk of the river. 


ftotuing to confirm this was ivc'Oiv*! 


until several Lours later, when a dis- 
patch from the press correspondent at 
St. Petersburg, dated Sept. 2, and 
timed at 1:2U this'morning, said that 
"the news of the evacuation of Liao- 
yaug and the withdrawal of the Bus- 
«lan arm; to the right bauk of ,tlie 
Taltse river" had caused intense ex- 
citement and disappointment. 


Late Thursday night the St. Peters- 


burg press correspondent obtained an 
opinion from the war office that the 
withdrawal to the right bunk of the 
Taitse river became necessary so that 
the Russians would be able to repel a 
blow 111 that/direction and that General 
Kuropatklu's movement was the curry- 
ing out of a well defined idea, 
rather 


than a retreat. 


The same dispatch points out. with 


notable lack of comment, that the Jap- 
anese took advantage of Kuropatkln's 
withdrawal to occupy the city of Lino- 
yang. 


The second dispatch, which may have 


.a significant bearing on the campaign, 
Is'fhat liled at Mukden at !):27 p. m. 
yesterday, stating that the train ser- 
vice between Mukden and 
Lluoyaug 


was interrupted, and it may mean the 
cutting of 
railroad 
communication, 


which would deprive Kuropatkiu of an 
opportunity to retreat to his 
more 


northern base at Mukden. As pointed 
out in the St. Petersburg dispatch, the 
Mukden correspondent do<'s not men- 
tion whether the 
telegraphic com- 


munications are open. 


All the dispatches agree that the last 


.three days have witnessed the most 
desperate fighting In the world's his- 
tory. The slaughter in the early hours 
of Thursday, and especially during the 
retreat, when the Hussians had to cross 
the River Taitse under a withering ar- 
tillery fire, is described as something 
fearful. The total losses arc estimated 
nt 50.000. 


A dispatch from Tokio, tiled there nt 


2 p. TU. yesterday, said that popular 
estimates of the date of the fall of Port 
Arthur Inclined to the last week in 
September. 
' Commenting upon the situation in the 
far east, all the London newspapers 
discuss the problem as to whether Gen- 
eral Kuropatkln will be able to ex- 
tricate his forces or whether Marshal 
Oyarnn will succeed in completing the 
Tictory by enveloping and 
destroying 


the Russian army. The concensus of 
opinion Is that Kuropatklu's position is 
most perilous. 


The absence of-telegrams from Mao- 


yang, together with the news that the 
railway is interrupted, the newspapers 
regard as showing that Kuropatkin has 
begun his retreat too late. 


Interesting reports come from Tien- 


tsin and Chefoo 
that the .Japanese 


have effected a landing of troops, the 
capture of two small torts near Tiger's

being vigorously pressed. 


London, Sept. 1.—The news-silence 


regarding the battle of 
Liaoyang— 


perhaps to be regarded as the most 
sanguinary In the history of warfare— 
Trhich began with press dispatches di- 
rect from the battlefield late on Tues- 
day night, was broken by dispatches 
received yesterday saying that fight- 
ing had been resumed nt dawn that 
morning and that the firing extended 
llong the entire Hue, some seven miles 
in extent. 


A dispatch from l.iaoynng received 


late In the afternoon told of repeated 
bayonet advances on the road directly 
south of Liaoyang, where the Russians 
shelled the Japanese positions until 4 
o'clock In th« afternoon, when the en- 
gagement, which was general through- 
out the south and southeast, narrowed 
to the main line.

Himself to Fund* 


A SHORTAGE OF 112,000 


Kept It Hidden by Flclltious Mt- 


ries of Deposit* on tbn Books 
—Aged Ollicin.1 Scut to Jail lit 
Default ol $1U,OOO Uouds 


Watertowu, Slasb., Sept. i.—Nathan 


A. Vjtye, for right y«urs the treasure!: 
of the Watertown Savings 
bank, is 


charged with embezzling SJl-'.OOU from 
the bunk. According to ollicials of the 
institution, Ftye, who is about iii> years 
or age, hus confessed 
the larceiiy. 


Late yesterday afternoon he was ar- 
raigned iu court at Waltham, and was 
held In JSIO.UOO for the grand jury, lie 
appeared very much affected 
when, 


upon being asked to plead, he replied 
that he was not guilty aud then waived 
examination. 


Although the warrant upon which the 


treasurer was' taken in custody de- 
clares that Frye converted the total 
amount of $12,000 upon Jan. 1, this year, 
-the bank officials sa.v that the larceny 
was distributed over a period of four 
years. ^I'lie shortage came to light only 
a few days ago through a discovery by 
the bank's auditor that the trial balance 
statement did not agree witb the ag- 
gregate of deposits in the bank. This 
led to a careful investigation and Ifrye 
was confronted with the facts. There- 
upon. It is claimed, he confessed 
to 


taking a total of $12.000, hiding the 
shortage by moans of creating a ticti- 
tlons series of deposits on the books. 


When the condition of atVairs became 


known the bank 
oilidnls 
contVrrqj] 


with the state police and also with the 
savings bank commissioners. An ex- 
amination of the bank's sicurities was 
made, but they were found to he intact. 
Frye was technically placed under ar- 
rest Wednesday, but

terday afternoon, when all the circum- 
stances in connection with the case 
were iu the possesslon^of the authori- 
ties. 


Charles W. Stofte. town treasurer for 


Watertown. who is vice president of 
the savings bank affected, stated that 
the security of the institution is not at 
all influenced by t-c defalcation. He 
said that the treasurer had Hied a bond 
for $20,000 with the bnnk. 
He added 


that the deposits were as high as $1,- 
300,000 and that one half of that amount 
could he raised at once on the institu- 
tion's securities, if such were 
found 


necessary. 


After Frye's arraignment in court 


he was removed to the county jail at 
Cambridge, being unable to secure 
bondsmen. Frye's home is In Cam- 
bridge, his family consisting of a wife 
and several children.

The boy, who was kuowii us Harry 


arrived in New 
Vork 
from Uussia 


about three years ago, and he came 
here soon after to .work for Marx. 11 
worked on the farm 
for about six 


months and then suddenly disappeared 
Marx was asked to explain the lad's 
absence, aud said he had gone to Hurt 
ford to find employment. Beyond thu 
he would not talk about the boy. 


The Hebrew .peddler went to tht 


Marx home one evening two years ago 
and he WIIH nut seen alive again so fa 
ut Is known. These two men, it is be 
lieved, met their death iu the saui< 
manner us the two farmhands, and to 
obtain positive proof of this belief uu 
ceasing efforts will be made to unearth 
tLe bodies. 


A Polauder, known as "Joe," yester 


day made u statement to Sheriff Jack 
sou in which he accused Marx of at 
tempting to eild his life with poisonetl 
whiskey. Joe took the whiskey, bul 
was afraid to drink It and put it away 
When the body of Pavol was found Joe 
mentioned the matter to the constable 
'and gave him the whiskey aud the 
constable turned it over to the jailoi 
of the county jail, who promised to 
have It analyzed. 


Marx made still another attempt on 


Joe's life when the latter riiscoverec 
the body of Pavol. After he had ex- 
humed the body Joe went to the house 
aud accused Marx of murdering Pavol 
and said he intended to notify the au- 
thorities. Marx thereupon picked up a 
scythe and said if Joe attempted to 
leave the place he would cut his head 
off. 
The farmhand made good his es- 


cape, however, without injury, despite 
several vicious lunges made at him by 
Marx. 


The motive for the crimes can only 


be traced to an Insane desire on the 
part of Marx to escape paying money 
to persons to whom ho was honestly 
Indebted. The two men whose bodies 
have been found were six months be- 
hind in their wages, as was the young 
boy Harry, of whom no truce 1ms yet 
been found. 


The manner In which these men met 


their death appears to be quite plain. 
Marx always slept with his hired man, 
while his wife and four children slept 
In an adjoining room. 
lie evidently 


drugged his victims when they pressed 
him too hard for their wages and then 
crushed their heads with an axe or 
some blunt Instrument, after which the 
bodies were dismembered and burled. 
Each of the bodies already found bears 
a ghastly hole In the forehead, showing 
plainly the cause of death. The ques- 
tion of wages, then, was the cause of 
these two murders. 


In that of the Hebrew peddler the 


case appears to have been robbery and 
then murder. The peddler went to the 
Marx home with a large quantity of 
articles, including clothing, cheap jew- 
elry, etc. The Hebrew 
entered 
the 


Marx house late Iu the afternoon two 
years ago and was never seen again. 


A few days after this event, Mart 


drove to the home of John Marx (no 
relation of the murderer) and tried to 
sell him a miscellaneous collection of 
clothing, sonic of It new and some of It 
second-hand. § Thl« clothing, it is be- 
lieved, was the property of the peddler. 
Mrs. Marx was also seen wearing con- 
siderable cheap and flashy jewelry at 
about this time. This Hebrew Is be- 
lieved to be the last of Marx's victims, 


Searching For Dead Bodies 


Colchester, Conn., Sept. 
1—The 


search for bodies on the farms of Ger- 
shon Marx was continued until night- 
fall yesterday by a large squad of farm- 
bands, but no trace of u human body 
was fonnd. The officials here are still 
of the opinion that there are bodies 
somewhere about Marx's farm and 
will continue the search until the en- 
tire property has been gone over. 


Jewelry Clerks Took the Belt 


Boston, Sept. 2.—While the 
two 


clerks in charge of the Eagle Jewelry 
company's store last night hastened to 
tne assistance of a fainting woman 
on the sidewalk, an unknown man en- 
tered the store and seized jewelry 
valued at $1000 and escaped. The de- 
scription of the thief Is meagre. It Is 
believed that the woman who fainted 
was a confederate of the 
man who 


stole the Jewels.

lien of the government offices In Ma 
nila, while the Art and Education 
building reproduces In miniature the 
cathedral within the walled city, even 
the mellowed tints of age being faith 
fully rendered. A section of the an 
dent but still serviceable town wall 
has been reconstructed to serve the dou- 
ble purpose of a gateway to the show 
•nd a museum of'arras and war relics 
Hie other main edifices are types ol 
Filipino homes, being built of undress- 
ed timber, bamboo and rattan, with 
thatched roofs and broad verandas. 


Then there are the tribal villages 


nestling under the trees, some of the 
bouses perched high up among the 
boughs, others on piles above the wa- 
ters of tbe Arrowhead-lake, all of them 
actual dwellings fashioned of native 
materials by native workmanship and 
Illustrating the manners, customs and 
pursuits of their occupants. Here are 
I .Women wearing a coarse .cloth on a 
Tude hand loom, others making bas- 
kets, others (ending Irrigated fields ot 
rice. One group of men are in village 
counc.il, trying an offender according 
to their tribal laws; others are slowly 
moving IB a circular dance to the thump 
of tomtoms and the clang of brass 
gongs; others, again, are smelting iron 
by the aid of a primitive but most, in- 
genious bellows, the constituent parts 
of which are a bamboo tube and an air- 
tight mop of feathers working therein 
like the piston of a syringe. And these 
ire but a few of an almost endless va- 
riety of life pictures. 


The ethnological problem Is a some- 


what complicated one; but, although 
there are no fewer than sixteen races 
represented among the village dn-Rllers. 
the scouts and the constabulary, each 
race speaking its own dialect and fol- 
lowing its own customs, all may he 
roughly classified into four groups— 
the true aboriginals or non-Malays, the 
pagan Malays, the Christian Malays 
and the Mohammedan Malays. 


The first are the dwarf Negritos, with 


dark skins and woolly, heads, wearers 
3f scanty raiment, proficient in the use 
«f the bow and poisoned arrow, a race 
«f nomads and forest dwellers, pagans 
pure and simple. They live in their 
JDWn stockaded village. 


Next to them are the Igorrotes. 


whose origin is traced back to the first 
wave of Maluy Invasion. Here, again, 
we have scanty clothing, amounting 
almost to nudity, but copper colored ; 
skins, long wavy tresses, pleasrmt fea- 
tured faces and fine physiques, even 
though the stature he small. Among 
these paean Malays arc the head hunt- 
ers and tho dog e-.it'M's. They nrc sav- 
ages, yet liiive their i-u > of laws and a 
knowledge of several primitive indus- 
tries. 


The Christian Malays, produced by 


the si-coml wave of invasion, are rep- 
resented liy the Visjiyans. a tali an.l 
handsome race, dressing woll. living in 
pretty homes, skllli'il in weaving. dye- 
Ing, basket making, hat m-iklng. wood 
'carving and other handicrafts, musi- 
cians of no moan merit, the one group 
of natives who camo early nnd thor- 
oughly nndor the Inlluence of the early 
Spanish settlers. 


Very different are the Moros. who 


•wept into the islands from tlie Malay 
peninsula lust of all. bringing with 
them their Mohammedan religion, also 
• knowledge of gunpowder acquired 
With the Koran from the Arabs—fana- 
tics like their teachers, pirates, blood- 
thirsty, treacherous and vindictive fel- 
lows, ever at war among themselves 
and with the whole outside world. De- 
gpltc tholr ferocity they arc a clever 
race, drowi handsomely, have their sul- 
taps and their slaves and are expert 
•eamen, while long continued pillage 
On the high seas has surrounded them 
With many of the luxuries and conven- 
ience* of western civilization.

The prizes are divided so ,as to give to 
the organization scoring the highest 
number of points |3£SO; |2,SOO will be 
given to the band scoring the second 
highest number of points and $1,900 to 
the one getting the third highest num- 
ber. 


The above division 1* made for bands 


In Glass A, which' consist of twenty 
member*. In the B class $10,000 will 
be given in prizes—first, $4,500; second, 
$3,500; third, $2,000. 


Class C, which Includes bands of thir- 


ty-five members, will enjoy the division 
of $12,750. For the organisation scor- 
ing the highest number of points a 
prize of $6,000 has been named. The 
second prize is $4,000 and tbe third $2,- 
700. 


Bands employed by the Exposition 


are not permitted to contest All play- 
ers must be bona fide members, and 
each musician must have been enrolled 
at least three months prior to the date 
of the contest Each band must send 
to the bureau the name of its members 
and a nominal entrance fee. 


Festival Hall concerts by massed 


bands will be given at 7:80 each day 
during the contest, hi which all contest-

A separate programme has been pre-
